In response to the Official Action dated April 11, 
1994, the period for responding to which having been 
extended, up to and including June 13, 1994 (Monday), by the 
filing herewith of a Petition for extension of time and the 
appropriate fees, Applicant provisionally elects to prosecute 
the claims comprising Group I (namely Claims 1-34 and 42-45) , 
as characterized by the Examiner. In further response to the 
election of species requirement in the outstanding Official 
Action, Applicant elects to prosecute the particular species 
of Group I comprising the embodiment corresponding to Claims 
1-12, which is depicted in Figures 1-5 and 10 of the above- 
referenced application.

Group I is made with traverse. The Examiner contends that 
the inventions of Groups I and II, characterized as being 
related as a combination and subcombination, are patentably 
distinct. Despite their separate classifications, Applicant 
respectfully submits that the inventions of Groups I and II 
are so closely related in the field of video cameras that it 
is believed that the Examination of the claims of Group I 
will necessarily entail substantial overlap with the 
examination of the claims of Group II, and, therefore, 
prosecution of both groups at the same time would be the most 
expeditious means of handling prosecution. Accordingly, 
withdrawal of the restriction requirement is respectfully 
sought .
